Pennsylvania’s 1938 antlerless deer 
season entered its final day today, 
leaving in its wake a trail of trag­ 
edy. death, jjathos and comedy. 
Many a hunter, home from the 
hills, amused his family with a rol­ 
licking story of the chase, but in 
some homes there was sorrow. 
Careless use of firearms brought 
death to at least eight persons dur­ 
ing the week, and others died in the 
field from causes other than bullets. 
Scores of persons were injured 
The state game commission said 
early reports indicated the kill of 
game was below expectation, largely 
because of the heavy snowfall, but 
that the mild weather during tile 
final days might bring up the season 
average. 
One of the latest deaths incident 
to the hunting was that of Normal 
H. Redline, 34, of Palmerton. 
He 
fell dead of a heart attack Friday 
while loading onto his car the first 
deer he ever killed. 
John Hottenstein, Jr., of Owl Val­ 
ley. 
Tramped all day through the 
woods in a vain search for a deer. 
His father, 59, stayed home and shot 
a 120-pound doe from an upstairs 
window of his farm house. 
The closing days of the season 
brought this story from Erie: 
A hunter covered his automobile 
radiator with a brown blanket and

Alabama, the first 
capital of the Confederate States of 
America receded from one of its 
w’ar between the states’ claims this 
week. 
An inscription on a marble post. 
in a downtown building once pro­ 
claimed 
that 
from

were sent to fire on Fort Sumter— 
the 
bombardment 
which actually 
started north-south warfare. 
In re­ 
modeling, w’orkmen recently remov­ 
ed the post. 
The new marker, a plaque, reads: 
“From this building on April ll, 
1861, was sent the telegram to Gen­ 
eral P G. T. Beauregard by L P 
Walker, Secretary of War, C. S. A . 
giving him discretionary power to 
bombard Fort Sumpter, S. C. 
The 
bombardment began April 12, 1861, 
and thus precipitated the war be­ 
tween the states. 1861-1864.”

“From this building was sent the 
message to fire on Fort Sumter, S. 
C., April 12, 1861. 
The shot that 
started 
the 
Civil 
War. 
1861-18G5. 
This marker placed by the Secession 
Chapter, U. D. C., April, 1922.”

I dislike no one in the form of a hum an being, but I do dislike some 
characteristics th a t make them up. 
And so, in my world, I select my 
people, and my kinds of things. 
I like to “get along” with people and 
so I believe I have a right to choose those for my world th a t fit its 
atm osphere. 
You—everyone—should be privileged to select a world th a t suits. 
But, 
so long as we all seem to be of one world, physically, the world th at 
we make our own must of necessity be a world—or m any worlds—within 
a world. And we can m ake oui’ world either good or bad. 
It Is up to us. 
So. when you begin to think th a t you are unim portant, and th a t the 
big world owes you something, stop and question yourself as to w hat you 
have done all your life to improve your own self in the world th a t is 
your very own!
